21.— (Delayed—The 
constitution for the German republic, 
drawn up by a committee headed by 
Hugo Von Brass, secretary of the In­ 
terior, follows closely the general plan 
of the American constitution it was 
announced today. 
The Central and state governments 
will bear exactly the same relation­ 
ship to each other as obtains in the 
United States. 
The President’s pow­ 
ers will be somewhat more restricted 
than those of the American executive. 
The legislative body will be compos­ 
ed of an equal number of representa­ 
tives from all the proposed fourteen 
states. 
Union of German-Austria with Ba­ 
varia is planned in the outline of the 
supplementary program submitted by 
Herr Von Battock.

All the war makers are now' unpopu­ 
lar in Germany, with the exception of 
Field Marshal Von Hindenburg. Gen­ 
eral Lmbmdorff is the worst hated 
The militarists are blamed for the 
present situation, but the general feel­ 
ing today appears to he “let bygones 
he bygones.” 
Sentiment is very bitter toward Hie 
Kaiser and Crown Prince as institu­ 
tions, but th ere is little personal feel­ 
ing against them. Many people seem 
to feel that the loss of their thrones 
was sufficient punishment. 
Representative

express 
willingness to pay a nominal indemni­ 
ty but. realizing their total d efe at, fear 
the Allies w ill dismember the empire. 
The Bolshevik! are another bugaboo. 
It is becoming more apparent, how­ 
ever. that the Spartacides and other 
extreme Radicals are mere trouble-ma­ 
kers and that many pf their demon­ 
strations are only bluffs. Tho country 
appears to be getting solidly behind 
the Ebert-1 iaase government and the 
disorders are expected to decrease as 
the food situation improves.

Didn’t Want Any Ceremony When H e Visited “the B o y s;” 
Mrs. Wilson Distributes Flowers; “ If I Had Won Those 
I Would Be the Happiest Man In the W orld/’ Says Ex­ 
ecutive to Man Wearing Croix d e Guerre and D. S. C. 
I Hope Every Man of You Will Be Back Home Soon.”

PAR IS, Dec, 23.— Twelve hundred men in the 
American 
hospital 
at 
N euilly today regarded their injuries with even more contempt than usual. 
They had shaken hands and talked with the President of the country, for 
which they went down into the valley of the shadow. 
They felt that in no 
better way could that country have revealed its appreciation of their deeds. 
The words which best expressed the spirit of President Wilson’s visit 
to the hospital yesterday were spoken to Hugh M cNair, of Michigan, a grad­ 
uate of Brown University, who wore the Croix de guerre, and the distinguished 
service cross. 
“ lf I had won those,” said the President, “ I would be the happiest man 
in the world.” 
The President came to Neuilly unannounced. 
When he was greeted at 
the door by hospital officials he said: 
“ I came over to visit the boys. 
I don’t wish any ceremony.” 
He passed from bed to bed, shaking hands and giving a Christmas greet­ 
ing to each man. 
He saw one soldier whose face had been shot away months 
ago, and who had been patched up by a m iracle of surgery. 
Some of the 
men had lost an arm or a leg. 
Others had mangled faces. 
Many presented pitiful sights and the President was deeply affected. 
He 
tried to maintain a cheery attitude, but the strain on him was evident before 
he left the hospital. 
One soldier with a shattered arm arose in bed and saluted with his good 
arm . 
“ I am mighty glad, old man, th at you are able to get up,” the President 
said. 
The man smiled and replied: 
“ I have saluted you before. 
I was a traffic policeman at Grand Central 
Station in New York.” 
The President asked one boy how it happened that so many were wound­ 
ed below the chest line. 
“Those who were wounded above the belt aren’t here,” was the reply. 
“T h ey’ve "passed on.” 
As the President left each w ard, he said: 
“ I hope every man of you w ill be back home very soon.” 
Mrs. Wilson followed the President through every ward, 
smiling 
and 
distributing flowers. 
She stopped by the bed of one boy who said he was 
called “Texas Red.” 
Over the bed was a spring of mistletoe which “ Red” 
said he had placed there so as to induce some pretty nurse to kiss him. 
The President and Mrs. W ilson later visited the French hospital at Val 
de Grace, where they talked with about 800 wounded poilus.

No Regular Freight, Mail, and. 
Passenger Ships on Duty; 
Censorship Burdensome

RIO DE JANEIRO. Dec. 23.—Dras­ 
tic measures must be taken by the 
United States government, particular­ 
ly by the Shipping Board, if the Ameri­ 
can business situation in Brazil is to 
be saved, according to the unanimous 
opinion expressed today by Americans 
doing business here. 
Unless regular steamer service for 
freight, mail and passengers is re-es­ 
tablished at once with sailing ships be­ 
ing used to carry cargoes that are not 
urgent and unless the present censor­ 
ship handicaps on private telegrams 
are removed and a more direct channel 
of news communication between Bra­ 
zil and the United States is opened, 
the European competitors will he able 
to seize Brazilian trade and American 
business firms will suffer a staggering 
blow’. 
The gloomy view of the situation 
has been deepened by the fact that in 
Rio and Sao Paulo alone orders for 
more than $10,000,000 worth of Ameri­ 
can goods have been cancelled during 
the past month. 
The limit has not yet 
been reached and the prospects for 
future orders are fading. 
The lack of ships to Brazil disrupt­ 
ed business, not only because of the 
fact that no freight was coming in, 
but also because there was practical­ 
ly no freight and passenger service. 
It has beer, seven weeks since the last 
mail reached Rio 
from the 
United 
States and the present cabfp conges­ 
tion is adding to the difficulties. 
American business complains 
that 
the censorsiiip. which forbids private! 
codes, is hampering their work and 
they also charge that messages des | 
tined for the United States are being I 
sent by way of competitor countries.; 
furnishing Information which should 
not reach those countries. 
An official inquiry here and at Sao J 
Paulo to ascertain the reasons for can-1 
ceilations of American goods revealed I 
that many Brazilian firms bought fo r1 
speculation and that others, fearing 
they would be unable to get deliveries 
from competitors of American firms. 
The investigation also revealed 
that 
American trade was further injured by 
the assiduous spreading of reports that \ 
the United State* 
“blacklist” to puni 
cancelled American orders. 
In the meantime, it is authoritative­ 
ly reported that German agents have 
been visiting American buyers, urg­ 
ing that orders be withheld and declar­ 
ing that cheap German goods would 
be delivered as soon as the peace trea­ 
ty is signed. Many buyers are holding 
back to see what will happen. 
Other 
difficulties are also confronting the 
American firms. The freight from New 
York to Rio is $35 a ton, while the rate 
for the same goods from Liverpool to 
Rio is only $13. 
in addition, the Brit­ 
ish vessels are maintaining regular 
schedules, enabling British salesmen 
to promise delivery of goods on a cer­ 
tain date, while American salesmen 
are unable to 
cause no ships 
American ports. 
Recent announcements in the Unit­ 
ed States regarding American ship­ 
building accomplishments raised Bra­ 
zil's h£pes for ships from the United 
States to a high point and as a con­ 
sequence of the failure of American 
ships to appear now in Brazilian ports, 
the effect on American prestige has 
been greater than it would otherwise 
have been.

fact that the “wound” chevron is worn 
on the ’right”—each word having five 
letters. 
The Distinguished Service Cross is 
a bronze cross, bearing an eagle, and 
hav ing % ribbon of red, white and blue 
—a wide blue center, with a narrojy 
white strip on either side and a wider 
red strip at each end. 
It is awarded 
by the President ‘to any person who, 
since April 6, I SAJ 7, has distinguished 
himself or herself 
by 
extraordinary 
heroism in connection with direct mili­ 
tary operations.’ 
Several Camp Kearny soldiers won 
the Distinguished Service Medal 
for 
bravery in,rescuing drowning persons 
at Ocean Beach last summer. 
It is 
awarded by the President “to any per­ 
son who has distinguished himself or 
herself by exceptionaly meritorious 
service in a duty of great responisbil- 
ity in time of war.” 
It is a round 
bronze medal, bearing the eagle, and 
its ribbon has a white center, not so 
wide as the blue center of the D. S. C., 
with a narrow blue strip on each side 
and wider strips at the ends.

We are in a 
Belgian city th at we chased the Huns 
out of two weeks ago. I am now in 
prison and do not know how* long f 
am in for, w hen I will get out or noth­ 
ing.

air cells outside and a high stone wall 
that circles around the big prison 
buildings. It is my first tim e in prison, 
and a Belgian prison. 
Germans used

know, but we are billeted in it now. 
"A fter we were in the sjiff fighting 
for eighteen days in the Argonne For­ 
ests, in France, we were sent over 
here in Belgium to drive the Huns out

We advanced over a pret­ 
ty country, through field of turnips 
and beets and gained back territory 
that the Germans had held four years. 
The Huns finally decided that the old 
Rhine looked good to them, I guess, 
the way they beat it. We went after 
them while they sent over many ’whiz­ 
bangs' at us and they also*tried their 
vuachine guns on us, but they have not 
stopped the Yankees yet. As we ad­ 
vanced through the country we passed 
many houses which are not very far 
apart even in the country as the popu 
lotion is thick In Belgium. 
The in­ 
habitants ran dm with bread and but­ 
ter and some had milk and apples to 
give us after learning that we were 
Americans. 
They were so happy to 
see us chasing badk the Huns and free­ 
ing them from brutes that they nearly 
went wild. They told us how the Ger­ 
mans treated them during four years, 
and they began to think that poor Bel 
glum would become a province of Ger­ 
many and that they would always be 
under the K aiser’s iron hand. Before 
the Huns retreated they took the in 
habitants’ cattle, horses, and most of 
the food the people 
had 
in 
their 
homes. The Germans always fed them 
full of false rumors about the Allies 
and they were surprised to find out 
that we were Americans and to learn 
that so many Yankees were actually 
fighting in France. 
As we advanced 
through the 
country 
the 
families 
would run out and wave their hands 
at us aud shout while clamping their 
hands, as we came toward them . 
It 
really filled us fellows full of fighting 
spirit to witness this sight and see 
how happy we were making people 
who had been molested and robbed by 
the 
inhuman 
Huns. 
The 
Germans 


forced the people to stay in their eel-J 
lars for two w eeks and they had not 
been on the outside 
till 
we 
came 
through the country. 
Our artillery 
never fired a shot in the city on ac­ 
count of the people, but the rotten 
German devils put over their m erciless 
work and never had any mercy on 
civilians. The fro n t was a hot one. 
but not such a hard front as the Ar­ 
gonne, w here w e had our first battle. 
There, after going through hail of 
shrapnel and explosives for eighteen 
days, we got used to the work aud af­ 
ter com ing to th is sector the boys did 
not mind th e 
w hizbangs, 
but 
ad­ 
vanced along th e way picking turnips 
to eat and m aking rem arks on the 
poor hits the G erm ans made, and keep­ 
ing an eye for snipers and machine­ 
gun nests. T his country is the pretti­ 
est country we have been

pretty country w hen we came through 
Scotland, but none can beat this coun­ 
try. 
“Our Division has won a great rep­ 
utation for itself, and we were made 
a shock division after we made good 
in the A rgonne Forests.

By the process, 
it was asserted, all bone, waste fat and 
connective tissues t*re removed from 
the meat or fish to be treated, leaving 
IOO per cent food. 
The meat is then 
cut into cubes, or, in the case of beef, 
into steaks, placed in a vacuum and 
subjected to a period of drying at a 
relatively low temperature.
